Further to conversation I had with you 
re Indian schools, principally the Indian school at 
Chapleau, the situation briefly is this; that the 
Department must at once, or at a very early date at 
t, come to the relief of the schools in a greater 
than has been done in the past, or such of the 
5 as cannot command outside support will have to 
Why do I eay this? For the plain reason 
careful personal investigation, I have con- 
vinced myself, end I believe that I can convince anyone 
else who will take the trouble to go into the matter 
carefully, that the schools cannot efficiently 
maintained on the present scale of remuneration. It 
is not necessery that I should belabour this point. It 


is a plain fact that must be faced, What does this 
mean at the moment? The Indian schools have been built 
up. I will take the Chapleau school ae‘a practical 
illustration: 


CANADA 


The Indians have sent their child 
there, They have come to look upon the school as & 
fixtu: something to which they could look forward to 
as a means of getting the rising generation of Indian: 
men and women into a position that would enable them 
to compete, at least on a r sonably equal basis, with 
the white men who are gradually forcing them whether 
they like it or not, into the white man's environment. 
On top of this comes the condition arising out of the 
influenza epidemic, and without entering into the 
details I feel that your records will show that in every 
district of which an Indian school forms & center, it 
will be found that there are in some cases hundreds of 
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House of Commons 


OTTAWA 


Indian#@ are left complete orphans, and in many cases, 
destitute. I can give you specific instances of 
families of Indian children whose father went Overseas 
and in whose absence the mother had died, the children 
now being cared for vy other Indian families who have 
all the own problems to confront. It may be said 
that these children can be cared for by moving them out 
of the country altogether, but it matters not where 
they are, they must be cared for or abandoned to such 
charity as their case will command. I do not think that 
when once the case is properly understood, the Government 
will agree to either of these. In the first instance, 
it is not practical to move the children out. They will, 
to go, and I do not 
think we can be very much surprised at that. In the 
second instance, we owe the Indian something better, 
particularly in view of the splendid record made when the 
manhood of Canada was called upon to do its part in the 
recent war. It just narrows itself down to this, that 
t Indian school is an absolute necessity if we are going 
to fulfill our common obligation to these people. 


CANADA 


Then coming again to the school at 
Chapleau. The present building and equipment was provided 
as you are aware by the Anglican Diocese of Moosonee, the 
department taking the school over and re-imbursing the 
Dioc for the money spent. The building was intended 
to accomodate twenty to twenty-four children, but was 
really only taking care of about sixteen. By the erection 
of a kitchen and the use of an outsideroom for a echoolroom 
with a dormitory upstairs, it has been possible to increase 
the number to about forty-five or six. The whole plent, 
however, has been recognized as entirely inadequate to 
meet the needs of the situation, and as far back I think 
1912, your Department hed plans prepared and, I believe, all 
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Ae 


appropriations made for the new school. The outoréak 
of war held this up, and in the m ntime, in order tht 
he might as far ee in him lay meet the situation and 
relieve the Department from unnecessary expense, the 
man in charge of the school with his wife have litter- 
ally worked like slaves. That their work has been 
splendidly efficient having in mind the difficult 
tmder which they labored, no one who has any knowledge 
of the situation will attempt to deny. 


The war now is over, pressing 
problems of every description are upon us and must be 
met, and in my judgment this is one of the most pressing, 
and I take the liberty of urging you as strongly as I am 
able to take steps at the earliest possible moment to go 
ahead with the erection of that pbuilding. s pointed out 
to you, I am satisfied that the site originally sugeé ted 
for the new school is unsuitable. The two things 
vitally essential is a good tract of arable land and the 
possibility for a first el upply of water. The next 
two things, possibly less essential, are convenience of 
acce and the possibility for an efficient lighting

system, In every one of these four ways the site originally 
selected fails to qualify. That, however, is only a minor 
detail and can without difficulty be easily overcome 48

I could not lay out the property as described in you le tter 
of instructions,and as mentioned in my letter to you of thel6th.of Aug.

send the children back.

She has picked up this term's work and 
feels rather confident that she can do the first term exams in Decem- 
ber with the exception of perhaps Geometry and Physiography, which she 

‘ says sre taught differently here. She, herself, is ambitious and 
wants to get on, and althoughit would appear she has not taken advan- 
tage of what the Department provided in Sutton, nevertheless we be- 

f, lieve there are extenuating circumstances as lirs. Snache tells us 
that she had been working in Torontg, sending money to keep up the 
home. She became ill, went to the hospital here for an operation 
and when discharged was with a friend here for a few weeks until she 
was able to go home. Before her return Mr. Snache was iil and not 
working. They could not get relief and she, herself, was just recov- 
ering from her operation and unable to work. ‘They were in such poverty 
it was out of the question for Muriel to continue at school. She had 
no clothes and they had barely enough to eat. ‘They could not pay the 
rent and could not keep the home. Eventually Mrs. Snache obtained 
Work with a family who have brought her to Toronto with them. She 
brought both of the girls with her and Mr. Snache went to live with 
relatives.

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Muriel was particularly anxious to go to Chapleau as some 
frténds of hers had gone there ani this school has also been most 
highly spoken of by others. We are hoping that you can arrange to admit 
her after the Christmas holidays so that she can begin the new term 
in the High School there.

inst. No. 65-1-10 re the above, and addressed to Canon Gould, 
General Secretary of our Society, I am taking the liberty of 
Sending you herewith a copy of a letter from Miss Nora Lea, 
Supervisor of the Protection Department of the Children's 
Aid Society of Toronto, as it furnishes some important infor- 
mation about the applicant in question which appears to have 
been omitted from earlier communications submitted to you. 


When our General Secretary forwarded to me all tie 
correspondence relating to this case, and asked me to deal 
further with the same, I was inclined to recommend to your 
Department that this Indian girl be admitted to our new 
Shingwauk School, but in view (1) of the large number of 
Indian girls recently sent to this school by your Department 
and (2) in view of the fact, set forth in the closing para- 
graph of the enclosed letter, that the girl herself was anxious 
to go to Chapleau as she had friends there, I changed my 
opinion. 


Some time ago I notified the Principal of our Chapleau 
School of the possibility of this girl being admitted to that 
institution, and in the light of the information set forth in 
the enclosed letter, it appears to me that the case is one 
deserving of your help, and I sincerely trust you may be able 
to provide it, by authorizing her admission to our Chapleau 
School from the lst. of January next so that she may be able 
to attend High School in Chapleau along with the other two 
girls tor whom I understand you have authorized the usual High 
School grant.

As well as the usual cases of children playing 
truant of there parents neglecting to send there children 
to school regular, we have four chronic cases of truantency 
or neglect, in two Cases Ed,Gilbert and ®am,Johnson + believe 
the parents are quite willing to send there children to school. 
@ 12 or 13 year old girl in each case,They send the girls to schoo 
but the girl run away,neither the parent or officer have been 
able to find the girls for some time,these girl were traced 
to a white family on the mainland where an Indian from another

I beg to reply to the vepartmental letter of vecember 
29th in regards to Mrs. ida Ashkewe, and 1 beg to say that 
there are three school age children, of rrotestant religion, 
who have not been attending scnooi regularly. 


I have been trying ever since school opened in the 
Fall to have these children attend school regularly but it 
has not proved very successful. I have also sent the 
Re Ce Me Pe, Mr. Langlee, on two different occasions to 
try and scare Mrs. Ashkewe into sending her children to 
school but it has not proved satisfactory. Her husband 
has not lived with her for some years and she is not a very capable 
mother and is not willing to look after the children 
properly. I would recommend that the children be sent to a 
residental school as soon as there is an opening, if the 
Department approves of it.

We are not evuipped for hhe hand loom work. "e have 
not ipment or the room. I have for some years tried to 
get the Department to help us to have a manual training equipment 
for both boys and giras The first sstep must be enlarzed space 
and equipment. If this can be provided we will willing undertake 
to try to establish such work and provide the instrnotors, 
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I have to report, since my last letter three of th 
girls organised a runaway group taking three others with them on 
the night June 9th. They made rope out of sheets tied together and 
took off a screen from the second storey dormitory and escaped 
during the night. They went through Chapleau in the dark and 
walke’ along the railway track about 25 miles West. The Police were 
informed of théir going and brought them back. I tried a new sort 
of punishment this time. I clipped their hair short and the Police 
gave them a severe warning of what would happen if they tried again 
to runaway. Four of these girls broke from the oluokth of the Police 
and hid in the woods, He gotnmhelp and all were safely returned on 
IIth.

With reference to your letter of the 25th 
instant regarding the trouble you are having with 
cockroaches, I beg to - that Bulletin No. 112 of 
the Department of Agriculture suggests the following: 


"“Oockroaches may be readily controlled 
by means of sodium fluoride, This material should 
be lightly dusted in places frequented by the roaches 
such as about sinks, baseboards, cupboards, hot 
water pipes, eto. The sodium fluoride eres 
to the lege and antennae of the roaches, and in 
cleaning themselves the insects are poisoned by 
it. Sodium fluoride retains its effectiveness 
and be left undisturbed as long as convenient 
or until the cockroaches have enmlete dis- 
appeared. As this chemical 1s somewhat poisonous 
reasonable precautions should be taken to prevent 
a or domestic pets from gaining access to 


Two other materiales which form the 
basis of many proprietary roach powders and 
which often are recommended, are pyrethrum and 
borax, Pyrethrum insect powder is less effective 
than sodium fluoride, it loses ite effectiveness 
quickly on exposure to air, and has to be used in 
larger quantity. Borax, also, is less satisfactory 
than sodium fluoride. tt is easily obtainable, 
however, and mixed with equal parts of powdered 
sweet chocolate, is a fairly effective remedy. 
Superheating and fumigation with hydrooyanic acid 
fe are also effective in destroying cockroaches.

Wonld it be possible for you to arrange for her to 
be sent to soma institation that conld provide the care she needs. 
She is too ‘igre for the class room and our Sppervisor cannot give 
the personal snpervisdon needed.

A separate building, 20°.0" x 30*.0", on a good stone foundation has been 
erected, isolated about 20'.0" from the main building, in which the said generat 
or, pump and motor are placed, Although not. shown or called for by the specifi 
cations, this is te be comnended and is much preferable to the arraggement for 
these plants wich were installed in the other schools, This building is heate 
with steam from the boiler in the main building, having protected steam pipe 
connection, 

9th. Water, etc. The water supply is pumped from the Rainy River, or 
rather fromebay at thie point which is an overspreading of the main river curr- 
ent. The water supply pipe, at present, is laid out into the bay about 200 
feet from the shore, and it is propped when the ice is thickly formed, to put on 
an additional 800 feet, or more if necessary, to extend out to the current of thq 
river, so that the intake will be in tho doop running weter, and also so that th 
mouth of the intake will be as far as possible up stream, The drainage from 
the building empties inte the bay, down stream from the water pipe.

According to your request of Dec, 15th., I have made a personal inspectio 
of the School] building which has just been erected on or near the Indian Rese 
erve at Fort Prances, Ont., by the Oblate Pathors of the Roman Catholic Ohurch 
and beg to report as follows :-- 


ist. I found that the buildiftg is completed with the exception of the 
setting up of 4 or 5 water-closets, The Plucber, was at that time, working 
on them, ( Dec, 20th. ) and expected to finish in 3 or 4 days. In connection 
With the Closets for the school, I may say that the Pathers made a change from 
the specifications, and instead of using range closets as called for, substi- 
tuted single and separate ones with seat operating flush, instead of automatic 
tank flush, These are put in throughout the building. This chango increase 
the exponse and I think that it should be comuended as in my opinion, these 
fixtures are better adapted for schools of this grade and character than the 
trough or chain pull closets, 
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Qné, I may say that in May, last, I was taken to Fort Prances, by Pather 
Poitras, to make en inspection of the foundations and stone basement which had 
been built in the fall of 1904, as they had received conflicting reports as to 
the quality of the work. Acting on my advice they took al] the work down and 
rebuilt the basement in a first cl: 
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3rd. The building above the bas which is of frame construction, hes 
been wel] bui)t and all the carpenter and jo "s work has been done in a good 
and workmanlike manner. All the material for the outside and inside Minish 
is of good quality, with tho exception of the flooring which is rather knotty, 
The exterior work has been carried out ae called for by the plans, the attic 
being made 6" higher than shown on plans. The tower has been omitted. Tho 
Platform at the main entrance has been made larger than called for and a neat 
entrance ver ule has built on the same. The entrance doors are of oak ins 
ead of pine as called for, Inside of building, a few changes have been made 
in the location of doors and partitions which are gn improvement on the plans.

(6) 1 have a very complete supply ef all materials and equipment necessar 
at my office in town, electric engines and various @ iances which it 
would be almost impossible to move back and for I have fort engines 
I could use but not se satisfactorily 

(7) While I make every eff.rt to avoid causing children pain, some=- 
times we cannot avolg causing some _ain. when we co, it is just as 
well that the .ther children who are to be cvperated on later, should 
not be in the i iate vicinity as the psychological effect is bad. 

(8) Summing 1t all up, I would say that this work can be done 
hotter and more satisfactorily at my office in town than at the school. 

Fath Brassard and the sisters in charge are frequently at my office 
and in town on other business, there is telephone connection to the 
school and @ intments can easily be mace and the children brou 
sown two or three at a time as has veon done in the past. The work 
will probably extend over several months sut I am sure the children 
will be given more satisfactory service if handled in that way., and 
at less cost to the department.

In regard to this Account, I have to report 
that the pipes at the Indian Residential School, froze 
up, so that I had to send a plumber up and repair the 
damage, no doubt but it was caused by not keeping the 
fires up, so that it was a careless thing of the Principal, 
so much so that I took it up with the Church Officials 
at St Boniface, and they sent their Inspector down, 

th the result that the present Principal Father 
Perrault, is being removed from here, and 4 new 
Principal is being sent in his place, the Sehool has 
under his care been going to pieces, and I had to do 
something to stop the careless way. I might say 
also that the Father has been too careless in lots of 
other things, that should not be around the school, 
such as letting the children run all over and not 
regular at school. The Indians has put in several 
claims that the children were not being properly fed 
and clothed and were also freezing in the school. 
And I only hope that the new Principal will put things 
in shape, and carry on to the benefit of both the 
church and the Indian Department more suécessfully.
